The amount is only 109 million 
dollars, or about 3 per cent, under 
the total requested by President 
Personnel Board Hears Charge 
Of 'Unfair' Real Estate Deals

While Daniel F. Deedy, repre­ 
senting the Marin County Real 
Estate Board hurled charges of 
“unfair competition,” “question­ 
able taste,” and “doubtful public 
policy” last night at P. J. Rowland 
of the assessor's office, Deedy’s 
testimony 
licked 
specific 
facts 
to back his charges at the county 
Personnel Commission’s hearing. 
The fact-finding hearing was 
ordered by the Board of Supervis­ 
ors after Deedy charged the com­ 
mission with “whitewashing” its 
investigation of full-time county 
employees for engaging in outside 
real estate transactions. The real­ 
tors first complained to the Board 
of Supervisors July 21, 1953. 
PRIMARY QUESTIONS 
Legal adviser and chief interro­ 
gator for the commission was Dis­ 
trict Attorney William O. Weissich 
who called witnesses Rowland, As­ 
sessor George Hall and Deedy to 
the stand. Counsel for Rowland 
was attorney Gordon L Smith. 
Weissich's questioning during the 


fact-finding investigation revolved 
around the following questions: 
1. Did Rowland, who has a real 
estate broker’s license, carry on his 
private real estate transactions 
during his working hours in the 
assessor’s office? 
2. Were Rowland’s outside ac­ 
tivities in private real estate trans­ 
actions 
incompatible 
with 
his 
county job? 
3. Did 
Rowland s county 
job 
place him in a position of advan­ 
tage over other real estate brok­ 
ers? 
Rowland told the commission he 
had “nothing to hide” and allowed 
the hearing to be a public one. He 
denied carrying on private real 
estate 
transactions 
during 
his 
working hours or using his posi­ 
tion in the assessor s office to his 
personal advantage. Rowland be­ 
lieved his outside activities were 
of a personal nature and were not 
incompatible with his county job. 
He said, “I have never accepted 
a commission for the sale of prop­ 
erty and have never listed a piece

The information on this type 
cf property is available to the pub­ 
lic in the tax collector’s office and 
has “none whatsoever connection” 
with the assessor’s office, accord­ 
ing to Rowland. When persons 
came to the assessor’s office want­ 
ing to sell their homes, Rowland 
said he referred them to another 
broker and did not ask for a com­ 
mission.

Also named in the complaint 
filed by Weissich in Marin Muni­ 
cipal Court is Kilpatrick’s clerk, 
George Hiatt. 
The two charges against the 
men are that they sold products 
"at less than cost for the purpose 
of injuring competitors and de­ 
stroying competition,” and 
that 
the products were sold as “loss 
leaders.” 
Products, which were reportedly 
sold by Kilpatrick as less than 6 
per cent profit were, S is W 
coffee, Sylvester dairy butter, Par- 
kay margarine, and Lucas Valley 
Skim Milk <Slim.) 
In filing the complaint, Weissich 
said “about a half-dozen otheO 
grocers are equally guilty, but we 
have to start with just one.” He 
said he was asked to file the com­ 
plaint by “some grocers” but he 
did not name the complainants 
in the court action. 
Kilpatrick is due to appear in 
Municipal Court on Friday. 
Asked about the action today, 
Kilpatrick said he had not been 
previously informed of the com­ 
plaints by the Marin County Gro­ 
cers’ Assn. and that he thought 
he should know the complainants. 
“We have the most efficient 
market In Marin County,” said 
the grocer. “This efficiency al­ 
lows us to pass along a great 
savings to the public. I feel 
there’s 
nothing 
constitutional 
about laws which force a mar­ 
ket operator to hold an um­ 
brella of 
protection 
over In­ 
efficient market operators.” 
Kilpatrick said he plans to fight 
the action because “it’s the first 
time In 21 years that I’ve been 
threatend for offering low prices.” 
Bob Vanucci of Dandy’s Market 
in San Rafael Meadows, president 
of Marin County Grocers’ Assn.. 
said the association had not taken 
formal action against Kilpatrick 
before the complaint was filed. 
Vanucci also stated that “six or 
seven other grocers are equally 
guilty but we have to start some­ 
place.” He said the six-per cent 
profit, required by the state law 
helps grocers “keep their heads 
above water.”

Marin Assessment 
Jumps $5 Million 


Property assessments in Marin 
County jumped more than five 
million dollars last year despite 
cuts in taxable value of livestock 
and more veterans’ exemptions, 
Assessor George Hall said today. 
Total assessments for property 
and improvements for the 1954-55 
fiscal year amount to $93.329,108. 
Last year it totaled $87,929,477 
plus $13,196,630 for assessments on 
utilities. 
Values of utilities are made by 
the state Board of Equalization 
each year and have not yet been 
received by Marin County. How­ 
ever, Hall said he expected an in­ 
crease in their assessed value for 
Marin. 
“On the whole, I’m satisfied with 
the total assessments,” Hall said 
while looking at the increase in 
legal exemptions which have been 
granted. 


VETS’ EXEMPTIONS 
Primary among the exemptions 
are those of 8,994 Marin veterans 
who are each granted a $1,000 de­ 
duction as state recognition for 
the time they spent in the ser­ 
vice. The exemptions amount to 
$7,928,600. 
Another source of 
exemptions 
are the churches, and welfare in­ 
stitutions who receive $2,028,610 in 
tax free property. 
All .told, Marin grants $9,957,210 
in assessment 
exemptions—more 
than one million dollars increase 
over last year. 
LIVESTOCK VALUES 
Reductions in the tax value of 
livestock on Marin ranches 
was 
granted this year after Hall met 
with the state Board of Equaliza­ 
tion and other assessors of North­ 
ern California counties. The reduc­ 
tions were granted because of de­ 
creased market prices received by 
farmers. 
Assessments for each milk cow 
were cut from $80 to $60; 
beef 
cows went from $60 to $45; chick­ 
ens, $60 to $40 for each 100 chick­ 
ens, and sheep from $6 to $5. 
Last year, 
Marin 
had 
24,000 
dairy and beef cattle, 75,000 chick­ 
ens, and about 11,000 sheep. 
But despite the cut in 
assess­ 
ments, Hall said the overall value 
of the livestock for tax purposes 


has probably gone up because of 
larger herds. 
CITIES VS. COUNTY 
An interesting aspect of Hall’s 
report shows the assessments in 
Marin’s nine cities to be $52,509,- 
458 while the many unincorporat­ 
ed areas totaled $40,819,650. 
Largest assessments among the 
cities was San Rafael with $17,- 
831,479. San Rafael’s 
total 
was 
more than double the assessments 


of the second Digest city in Ma­ 
rin—San Anselmo which‘had $8,- 
493,793. 
Other cities worked up totals cf 
$7,358,749 for Mill Valley; Sausa­ 
lito, $4,788,985; 
Ross, 
$3,281,875; 
Fairfax, $3,111,520; Larkspur, $2,- 
937,647; Corte Madera, $2,525,070, 
and Belvedere, $2,180,340.

Truman 'Fair 
But Guarded', 
Not Critical 


KANSAS CITY 0P>—Harry S. 
Truman’* condition was reported 
as “better” last night although he 
was described as somewhat tired 
after a restless day. 
1 The former President’s recovery 
from an emergency operation June 
30 has been hampered by an in­ 
testinal inflammation. His rec- 
oovery appeared highly satisfac­ 
tory for a few days after his gall 
bladder and appendix were re­ 
moved in the operation. Then he 
was harassed by secondary infec­ 
tion* and a hypersensitivity to 
drugs. 


Yesterday, however, Dr. Wallace 


Graham, his personal physician, 
said he was no longer in a critical 
stage and that his condition is 
now “fair, but guarded.” 
In last night's report, a Re­ 


search Hospital spokesman said 
the 70-year-old Truman had been 
somewhat nauseated and restless 
but “as a total picture for the 
day he was perceptibly better."

character . . . and dangerous as­ 
sociations.” 
The commission thus closed out 
late yesterday its role in a long 
and wordy legal battle with the 
50-year-old physicist who was once 
one of its most trusted advisers. 
President Eisenhower has de­ 
clined comment in the case since, 
on his orders, Oppenheimer’s se­ 
curity clearance was suspended 
last December. 
Oppenheimer then appealed, and 
the AEC set up a special security 
panel to consider his case. On May 
27 it voted 2-1 against him. 
Oppenheimer, in New York last 
night after the commission re­ 
leased its decision upholding the 
board’s ruling, had no direct com­ 
ment on the majority report. 
But ha voiced confidence in the 
will of America’s 
scientists 
to 
“work faithfully to preserve and 
strengthen this country.” And he 
praised Dr. Henry D. Smyth, the 
only commissioner to recommend 
reinstatement of his security clear­ 
ance, as having rendered a “fair 
and considered statement."

Commissioner Thomas E. Mur­

Ex-Tax Commissioner Found 
Guilty Of Income Tax Dodge 


NEW YORK (P — Joseph D. 
Nunsn Jr., once the nation’s top 
tax 
collector, 
has 
been 
found 
guilty of income tax evasion. 


A Brooklyn federal court jury 
convicted the former commissioner 
of internal revenu^ yesterday on 
all five counts of an indictment 
charging him with evading pay­ 
ment of $91.086 for the years 1946 
through 1950. 


The 55-year-old Nunan faces a 
possible total sentence of 25 years 
in jail and a $50,000 fine. He was 
continued in $1,500 bail pending 
sentencing July 22. 
Federal Judge W alter Bruch- 
hausen told the Jury of seven wom­ 
en and five men the verdict was 
“justified by the evidence.” 


FDR APPOINTEE 
Nunan, an appointee of the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
served as the nation’s No. 1 tax 
collector from 1944 to 1947, when 
he resigned to return to the private 
practice of law. 


The indictment charged 
him 
with reporting income of $416,144 
for 1946-1950, when it actually was 
$543.396. He thus paid taxes of 
$200,437, when he should have paid 
$291.523, the government said. 


The 
defense 
contended 
the 
money on which he was accused 
of failing 
pay taxes was inheri- 
ted*by his wife and was not sub­ 
ject to tax. 
Nunan claimed he withdrew his 
assets of $170,000 from the bank 
in 1933 and kept the money in a 
tin box, banking it again in 1940. 
Testifying in his own behalf in 
the trial, he said he became tax 
collector for the Brooklyn district 
“through the fortunes of politics." 
THEY LIKED HIM 
“As «collector I was primarily 
an administrator, not particularly 
an expert on tax laws,” he said. 
"Washington liked the way I ran 
my office and made me U.S. com­ 
missioner.” 
The 16-day trial was highlighted 
by the testimony of gambler Frank 
Erickson and James P. Finnegan, 
former tax collector at St. Louis 
and a pal of former President 
Harry S. Truman. Finnegan U 
now serving a sentence for mis­ 
conduct in office.

Now Is Time To Start 
Taking Fire Precautions 


Start of summer has brought with it the 
annual danger of fire from carelessness in 
areas where grass has dried and people can't 
quite believe it. 


At this time of year there is a particularly 
dangerous situation existing because people 
who have gone through the wet winter sea­ 
son have not returned to their last year's 
care as >et. 
• 


Last Saturday, for example, it drizzled in 
much of Marin, as you probably remember. 
One resident of a large tract was burning 
his incinerator. Nearby was a pile of cut 
grass which ignited, started to bum the 
“wet’* grass around the house and before 
the owner realized it he had a fire on his 
hands for which he had to call the county 
fire department. Happily no real damage 


was done. 
People know it is wrong and unlawful to 


toss cigarets from automobiles and to leave 
campfires without making sure that all em­ 
bers are extinguished. Yet because it has 
been wet outside and there have been no 
serious consequences of their lapse during 
the winter, people have relaxed their vigi­ 
lance. 
So far Marin County has been lucky. We 
even got through that recent critical fire 
weather, dry grass, scorching hot days, and 
brisk winds without serious loss. 


But the potential is there. Now is the time 
to be careful with fire. Now* is the time to 
take the precautions which you adopted last 
year. Now is the time to follow the simple 
rules of safe conduct which can do more than 
anvthing else to curb vast losses in resources, 
property and even life. 


Now is the time to start—and keep it up 
all summer.

six feet closer than those that more nearly 
match 
their surroundings, the engineers

The safest car coloring, according to this 
report, would be two-toned, preferably blue 
to contrast with the light backgrounds of 
daytime and fog, with yellow to be more 
easily seen at night.

Whatever the 
final, 
official 
verdict in the case of Dr. J. Rob­ 
ert Oppenheimer, the loyal, leak- 
proof, presently uncleared atom­ 
ic scientist, the controversy it 
has evoked will be with us for . 
a long, long time. 
The fact that the three-man 
Security Board was divided in 
its decision, the probability that 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
will itself be divided, cannot fail 
to leave doubts which cannot 
easily or readily be resolved. 


AFTER EXAMING the 900-odd 
pages of the Gray board’s printed 
record, it seems to me that no­ 
body has title to a dogmatic 
opinion as to whether a Just de­ 
cision was rendered unless he 
has read the entire published 
record, plus the 3000 pages of 
testimony and documents not 
yet published. 
But there is a lesser, though 
Important, question which can 
properly be raised at this stage 
of the proceedings and that ques­ 
tion is whether the Gray board 
repdrt effectively substantiates 
its majority conclusion that Dr. 
Oppenheimer is a “security risk.” 


THOSE WHO KNOW Dr. Gor­ 
don Gray, the transcendantly 
honest chairma of the special 
panel which heard the Oppen­ 
heimer case, realize that he is 
profoundly 
disturbed 
by 
the 
widespread criticism and dissent 
which the divided judgement has 
procucfed. The report completely 
satisfies few people. 
The view of the pro-Oppen­ 
heimer people is that it is too 
“hard” and the view of the anti- 
Oppenheimer people is that it is 
too “soft” and nearly everybody 
else thinks that it is too vague 
and fuzzy. Dr. Gray is left in 
the middle with some of his old 
friends hardly willing to speak 
to him. 


DR. GRAY is saying nothing, 
at least until the Atomic Energy 
Commission acts. He would agree, 
I think, that the text of the 
report itself is loosely, hurriedly 
written and its bad writing con­ 
tributed to a 
wide 
misunder­ 
standing of what it was trying to 
say. One evidence of this fact 
is the manner and extent to 
which the report can be quoted 
to defend opposite conclusions. 
The report certainly left the 
impression that it wfas criticizing 
Dr. Oppenheimer for his opin­ 
ions, for his lack of enthusiasm 
in behalf of the H-bomb. Actual­ 
ly, on close dissection, it de­ 
velops that it criticized Dr. Op­ 
penheimer for withholding ’’en­ 
thusiastic support” for the H- 
bomb project after it had been 
approved. This is criticism of ac­ 
tions or withheld actions — not 
of opinions. 


THE REPORT left many with 
the impression that it termed Dr. 
Oppenheimer “discreet.” It is an 
understandable impression but 
actually the report never used 
the word. It referred favorably 
to an aspect of Dr. Oppenheim- 
er’s discretion, but in spirit and 
in substance it concluded that 
despite indiscreet relationships 
Dr. Oppenheimer had succeeded 
thus far in keeping his secrets 
to himself. 
On the basis of the published 
record, I would conclude — and 
I would suspect that Dr. Gray 
would not dissent — that in a 
great desire to be fair the ma­ 
jority members of the board af­ 
firmed the loyalty of Dr. Oppen­ 
heimer more strongly than they 
genuinely felt and stated their 
reservations about Dr. Oppen- 
heimer’S testimony, about his 
c o n t i nuing 
associations 
and 
about his susceptibility to influ­ 
ence more guardedly than they 
genuinely felt. 


THE GRAY BOARD unani­ 
mously came to the “clear con­ 
clusion” which, it said, “should 
be reassuring to the people of 
this country, that he (Dr. Oppen­ 
heimer) is a loyal citizen.” This 
is a reassuring conclusion but 
the content of the report itself 
does not go beyond showing no 
evidence of disloyalty. 
The majority members of the 
board attach importance — un­ 
doubtedly more importance than 
the report makes clear — to what 
they describe as Dr. Oppenhrim­ 
er's ‘lack of candor." They also 
cited in general terms the con- 
vientiy mislaid recollections of 
the pro-Oppenheimer scientists. 


BUT THE REPORT is so sub­ 
tly phrased and vague on these 
points that it fails to support 
and substantiate effectively its 
end Judgment. 
This places an added responsi­ 
bility upon the Atomic Energy 
Commission itself to put its own 
verdict, whichever way it goes, 
into lucid, candid terms with suf­ 
ficient documentation to carry 
weight.

BUSINESS MIRROR 
Psychologists 
Probing Into 
Methods, Ideas 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (JP) — Psycholo­ 
gists are probing deeper today 
into the methods and notions of 
businessmen. And there may be 
some changes made. 
Increasingly called in since the 
war as a consultant by business, 
the psychologist for some time 
has been studying the reactions 
of potential buyers to a com­ 
pany’s products. Now, and some­ 
times with the aid of the psy­ 
chiatrist, he’s peering into the 
subconscious minds of both cus­ 
tomers and businessmen. 
He’s coming up with new ideas 
on what really makes customers 
tick, whether they know it or 
not, and on how to handle work­ 
ers, and on how to hire the right 
person and promote the better 
man. 


GADGET MAKERS, for exam­ 
ple, are being cautioned against 
their long-time practice of tell­ 
ing a woman that their products 
can do her job many times bet­ 
ter than she can. The woman 
may say she likes the idea, but 
subconsciously she resents it. 
“Gives her an inferiority com­ 
plex,” say the psychologists. “She 
rejects ads that imply she’s no 
longer of any importance around 
the house and that her place 
can be taken by a gadget.” 
The idea that a woman buys 
clothes, cosmetic and perfume 
just to catch a man is getting a 
second look from the ad mana­ 
gers too. Psychologists — accord­ 
ing to a 
Chicago 
advertising 
agency say what 
she’s 
really 
after is the chance to admire 
herself in a mirror and get en­ 
vious stares from other women. 


M. J. RATHBONE, president of 
Jersey 
Standard 
Oil, 
advises 
“studying customers as people, 
in addition to looking at them 
as sources of income.” His com­ 
pany has a standing advisory 
committee on human relations. 
His company once sent social 
scientists to one of its island 
plants to record the shop talk of 
employees and their wives. Then 
psychologists at a leading uni­ 
versity studied 
the

and told Jersey Standard what

“Knowing what employes really 
want is half the battle,” Rath- 
bone says. “Once management 
knew, it could take proper action, 
and morale on the island im­ 
proved noticeably.”

Must Now 


Hire Lobby 


SACRAMENTO ^CNS) — Al­ 
though the strangle-hold of th» 
lobbyists on the California leg­ 
islature is 
an 
unconscionable 
blot upon the escutcheon of De­ 
mocracy, it appears that to get 
anything done, public or private 
interests must hire a “representa­ 
tive” to convince the state’s sol- 
ons of the necessity of a given 
project. 
The legislature, 
through 
its 
dilatory action in the matter of 
an additional traffic tube under 
the Alameda 
estuary 
between 
Oakland 
and 
Alameda, 
h a s 
opened the door for some 300 
more lobbyists in Sacramento, 
all supported by public funds. 


THE CITY of Alameda, ap­ 
parently tired and disgusted with 
the 
delays and run-a-rounds 
which have marked the progress 
of the tube, is now considering 
hiring a representative to see 
whether or not this will bring 
some action on this short piece 
of state highway, which is classed 
as one of the most congested 
spots in the state. 
If the people of Alameda can 
hire a lobbyist and send him to 
Sacramento, there is nothing to 
prevent the more than 300 other 
cities in California from doing 
the same thing. The taxpayers 
now 
support 
th e 
California 
League of 
Municipalities, 
for 
which the Democratic candidate 
for governor, Richard Graves, 
lobbied for some years, and the 
County Supervisors Assrv, main­ 
tains full-time lobbyists at the 
Capitol. 
, 


OF COURSE, if Alameda does 
decide to go into the lobbying 
business, it will have plenty of 
municipaJl precedent. Both the 
cities of San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, as well as the county of 
Los Angeles, have paid repre­ 
sentatives at the Capitol to watch 
out for their interests. Consid­ 
ering the projects these lobby­ 
ists have taken home, the in­ 
vestment undoubtedly has paid 
off for the cities and county. 
The practice, however, of the 
public being forced to hire a 
lobbyist to make known its needs 
to the state’s legislators, appears 
to be something on the order of 
the tail wagging the dog. In 
other words, it’s a double burden 
on the taxpayer, unnecessary at 
least 
when 
the 
fundamental 
principles of Democracy are con­ 
sidered. 


THESE PRINCIPLES original­ 
ly contemplated the enactment 
of laws by a group of elected 
representatives on the basis of 
public necessity. The principles 
did not contemplate 
that the 
people who elected the repre­ 
sentatives should dig into their 
pockets for additional funds for 
lobbyists to tell the elected rep­ 
resentatives what was necessary. 
The city of Alameda, however, 
to use it as an example, finds 
itself with an unsolvable prob­ 
lem in the matter of seeing what 
its residents get from one place 
to 
another 
in 
a 
reasonable 
amount of time. 


CITY OFFICIALS, civic lead­ 
ers, county officials, and the as­ 
semblyman from Alameda for 
the past four or five sessions, 
have attempted in vain to con­ 
vince the legislature that im­ 
mediate construction of an ad­ 
ditional tube under the estuary 
is the only solution to the prob­ 
lem. 
Yet each time, the city has 
been caught in political bicker­ 
ing which has had nothing to do 
with the tube. Each time the 
matter has come before the leg­ 
islature, absolutely nothing of 
a concrete nature has been ac­ 
complished. 
PLANS ARE 
available, 
ths 
tube is part of an approach sys­ 
tem to the southern crossing, but 
so far, not a shovel-ful of dirt 
has been turned over. 
It is small wonder then, that 
the city of Alameda considers 
hiring a lobbyist, It appears to 
be • last resort to get some ac­ 
tion on this important project. 
If California’s laws prohibit gov­ 
ernment from providing for the 
r*ost necessary projects, wheth­ 
er it be tubes, highways, institu­ 
tions, etc., then it seems to b® 
fundamental that the laws be 
changed.

Eggs are plentiful, so why not 
use them in egg nog, flavored with 
vanilla, spice, or grated orange? 
REFRIGERATOR PIE 
Here is an extra-special chilled 
dessert—just the thing when you’re 
preparing for company. It’s called 
refrigerator pie. 
For a pie to cut in six servings, 
use: 1 cup fine graham cracker 
crumbs; M, cup melted butter; 
tablespoon gelatin; 
cup water; 
1*4 cups cooked or canned fruit 
and juice; a pinch of salt; *4 cup 
sugar; 2 tablespoons lemon juice; 
% cup nonfat milk powder; Vi cup 
chopped nut meats, if desired. 
Mix graham cracker crumbs and 
melted butter with a spoon. Soak 
gelatin in XA cup water a few min­ 
utes and dissolve over boiling 
water. Cut cooked or canned fruit 
in pieces. Add salt, sugar, dissolved 
gelatin. Cool until slightly thick­ 
ened. Add lemon juice and milk 


powder to the remaining half cup 
of water. Whip until very stiff. 
Then fold In fruit mixture and 
nuts. 
Smooth half the butter-crumb 
mixture into a pie pan to make the 
crust.” Add whipped filling, top 
with remaining crumbs. Chill in 
refrigerator until set. 
FROZEN SANDWICHES 
Homemakers who freeze ham 
sandwiches for use over several 
days should be sure the sandwiches 
are eaten very soon after thawing. 
New research has shown that food 
poisoning bacteria not only sur­ 
vive the freezing process but often 
grow rapidly when the sandwiches 
are held at room temperatures very 
long. 
Tests proved that frozen ham 
sandwiches became warm enough 
for batteria to grow well after less 
than three hours at a room tem­ 
perature of 76 degrees F. and after 
two hours at 86 degrees F. 
So, don’t let frozen sandwiches 
stand around long after taking 
them from the freezer.

Use Quick Cooking 


Tapioca For Berry 


And Fruit Pies 


Fruit and berry juices must be 
thickened just right for complete 
pie success. Most fruits and ber­ 
ries require a thickener if the 
juice is not to spread out thinly 
over plates when the pie is cut. 


Many prefer quick-cooking tapi­ 
oca as a pie filling thickener be­ 
cause it protects the bright fruit 
color( doesn’t cloud as some thick­ 
eners do). It adds no starchy or 
floury taste; is time-saving and 
easy to use because there’s no pre­ 
cooking. All you do is mix the 
quick-cooking tapioca with the 
sugar and fruit or berries and pour 
mixture into unbaked pie shell. 


Substitution Rule: Replace corn­ 
starch with same amount of ta­ 
pioca; use three-fourths as much 
quick-cooking tapioca in replac­ 
ing flour.
